Laos 


VIENTIANE. Laos Iff - Para­ 
troopers backed by armed jeeps 
and tanks and led by Capt. Kong 
La marched into Vientiane during 
the night end foiled an attempted 
rightwing coup d’etat against neu­ 
tralist Premier Souvanna Phouma. 
Not a shot was fired. 
Kong is the tough paratroop 
commander who ousted the pro­ 
Western government of Laos four 
months ago today and installed 
Souvanna as premier. The cap­ 
tain is a leftist-leaning neutral 
who favors strong ties with Rus­ 
sia and Red China. 


THE COUP WAS attempted by 
Col. Kouprasith Abhay. command­ 
er of the Vientiane garrison and 
son of former Premier Kou Abhay. 
A communique broadcast by Vien­ 
tiane Radio accused him of trying 
to force Souvanna to negotiate 
"hurriedly'' with rightwing forces 


menacing the city. 
"Capt. Kong Le and men of his 
2nd Paratroop Battalion have re­ 
taken power and continue to sup­ 
port the legal government of Sou­ 
vanna P h o u m a," the broadcast 
said. 


COL. KOUPRASITH was involv­ 
ed Thursday in a clash with Com­ 
munist Pathet Lao infiltrators at 
the Chinaimo army training camp 
three miles outside the city. Re­ 
ports circulated when he was at­ 
tempting to seize power but Sou­ 
vanna said the a c t i o n was a 
"miliatry" one aimed only at sub­ 
duing rebellious leftist elementa. 
Later he was reported to have 
tried to force Souvanna to nego­ 
tiate a settlement with pro-Ameri- 
catj. right wing revolutionaries be­ 
lieved marching toward Vientiane 
from the east. The rightists drop­ 
ped two planeloads of "aratroops 
ouuide the city Thursday.

11 HEALTH AND WELFARE 
(Continuad) 
An important welfare objective is to learn 
more about the causes and methods of pre­ 
tention of juvenile delinquency and family 
breakdown. There is great need for sustained 
study in order better to understand this com­ 
plex community problem. It requires coop­ 
erative attention and action by many profes­ 
sions. community services and organizations. 
It also requires special measures to find jobs 
for youth, while maintaining labor standards. 
Additional trained social workers are urgently 
needed. Church and neighborhood action 
must continue to play a major part. 
Continued attention should be paid to the 
social insurance system. The federal govern­ 
ment, having relinquished to the states 90 
per cent of the unemployment compensation 
tax, should encourage the states to meet a 
minimum standard of adequacy of benefit 
levels, duration, and fiscal solvency. In addi­ 
tion, there should be established a federal re­ 
insurance program for states with temporary 
acute employment problems. Public and pri* 
vate arrangements for maintaining income 
during sickness should be improved. 


PART II 
COALS ABROAD 
Introduction 
The basic foreign policy of the United 
States should be the preservation of its own 
independence and free institutions. Our po­ 
sition before the world should be neither de­ 
fensive nor belligerent. We should cooperate 
with nations whose ideals and interests are 
in harmony with ours. We should seek to 
mitt cute tensions, and search for acceptable 
areas of accommodation with opponents. The 
eafeguarded reduction of erihaments is on 
essential goal 
The United States, though omnipresent, ft 
not omnipotent. We and the nations which 
•hare our basic aims cannot hope alwavs to 
pres ent violence, the corruption of national-' 
ist movements to Communist ends, or other 
adverse developments. 
W hether nations will prefer freedom to 
totalitarianism is a vital issue. The free na­ 
tions must exert themselves to the utmost to 
influence that choice, by assistance freelv 
given to help develop political stability based 
on progress and justice, and to ease economic 
pressures. They must seek to present the 
denial of choice bv Communist expansion. 
O ur goals abroad are inseparable from our 
goals at home. We must strive toss'ard an 
open and peaceful world by making democ­ 
racy ever more effective and individual life 
freer and more rewarding. 
Information programs should be made 
more effective in counteracting distortion and 
presenting a balanced picture of American 
life and polios* to people in foreign lands 
12. HELPING TO BUILD AN OPEN AND 
PEACEFUL WORLD 
Foreign Trade Policy 
The healthiest world economy is attained 
when trade is at its freest. This should he our 
goal The United States should join with 
other free world industrial nations in seeking 
a gradual reduction of tariffs and quota re­ 
strictions W e should seek this goal while 
safeguarding the national economy against 
market disruption, against destructive compe­ 
tition as a result of grossly lower unit labor 
costs, and to preserve national defense. W e 
must effectively counter totalitarian trade 
practices. While many underdeveloped na­ 
tions will insist, as the United States did for 
many years, upon tariffs and other forms of 
protection, we should continue to seek low­ 
ering of trade restrictions elsewhere in the 
world, especially barriers by larger regional 
trading groups. Our export trade must be 
conducted uith ingenuity and rigor. 
l 
If the United States is to participate ef­ 
fectively in this process, some revision in our 
trade legislation will be required. The so- 
called “peril point" and “escape clause” pro­ 
visions may need some modification, since 
they put a floor on the reduction of tariffs, 
which has now been reached in many areas. 
Elimination or modification of these re­ 
strictions might lead to imports taking larger 
shares of particular domestic markets. Nor­ 
mally the reduction should be taken step by 
step. Where the impact of a tariff reduction 
is such that an industry or community can­ 
not absorb it unaided, temporary government 


assistance toward retraining, relocation, and 
reinvestment is warranted. 
Though the trend should be downward, 
there may be rare cases where increases will 
be necessary in the national interest. 
Although exports have fclightly exceeded 
imports in recent sears, expenditures abroad 
for economic aid, military bases, private in­ 
vestment. and foreign travel have led to a 
deficit in international payments of about 
.13.5 billion in 1958 and 1959 and perhaps 
lii"lier in 1960. 
. 
This unfavorable 'balance of payments Is 
caused by many factore. some of which do 
not relate to foreign policy. A t least three 
steps are essential to rectifications a much 
higher export surplus; larger participation of 
other developed nations in assistance to the 
underdeveloped: and more equitable shar­ 
ia - of defense costs among the Allies. 
The principal Western European nations 
are canable of larger capital export and aid 
to underdeveloped nations: this is notably 
true of the German1 Federal Republic. Simi­ 
larly. it may be necessary for the United 
States to seek greater sharing of the cost of 
pew *• eaoons systems by the nations of West­ 
ern Europe. 


Aid to Less Developed Nations 
Our principles and ideals impel us to aid 
the new nations. 
The 
preservation 
and 
strengthening of the free institutions of un­ 
derdeveloped countries, and the defense of 
the free world, require a substantial increase 
in the amount of foreign aid, to be equitably 
shared by the major free nations. 
International economic organizations, such 
as the World Bank, deserve our support. W e 
must devise new forms of cooperation, in 
which developing countries have opportuni­ 
ties for participation. 
The success of the underdeveloped nations 
must depend primarily on their own efforts. 
W e should assist by providing education, 
training, economic and technical assistance, 
and by increasing the flow of public and pri­ 
vate capital. 


Through investment of about 820 billion 
* 
three-fourths of it from their own sav­ 
ings. the underdeveloped countries are in­ 
creasing their production at an average rate 
of about 2 per cent. However, this economic 
growth is nearly balanced by population 
growth, so that the rise in living standards is 
barely perceptible. 
Doubling their economic growth rate with­ 
in five yean is a reasonable objective. This 
could be accomplished if the developing na­ 
tions increased their own yearly investment 
by about half, and if foreign investment rose 
from the present approximate 15 billion a 
year to about 19 billion in 1965-roughly 1 
per cent of the Western industrial nation's 
combined gross national product. The United 
States share of such an effort would require 
bv 1965 an outflow of 15 to 15.5 billion per 
year of public and private capital, as com­ 
pared with $3.4 billion per sear in the 1956­ 
59 neriod. 


Government funds for mads, port facilities, 
utilities, educational facilities and other In­ 
stitutions should account for a high propor­ 
tion of these totals. The balance can and 
should be supplied bv private investors. 
Broader guarantees and incentives will he 
needed to induce the required volume of pri­ 
vate investment. 
» 


Better coordination of the assistance pro­ 
grams of the industrial nations will be neces- 
sarv. The newly proposed Organization for 
Economic Cooperation and Development Is 
a promising Instrument for stimulating co­ 
operation among the North Atlantic indus­ 
trial Stations, and with the nations to be as­ 
sisted. The World Bank and International 
Development Association, with wide mem­ 
bership from both groups and high technical 
competande and experience, can and must 
continue tn expand. Our special relationship 
to Latin America will call for an increasingly 
close cooperation on the basis of partner­ 
ship. 


W e must encourage far larger numbers 
of qualified Americans lo lite and work 
abroad. 


Half a million American civilians live 
abroad, as a result of private and govern­ 
m ent employment. Their number and their 
ability to represent the United States credit­ 
ably must rise rapidlv in the next decade if 
v — are tn attain an adequate level of exports 
and foreign investment and cam- out pro­ 
grama for training and technical assistance. 
Universities, businesses, and the federal gov­ 
ernment should each in appropriate fields 
greatly increase language and oilier special­ 
ized training for such work.

Seen in 
IRS Move 


WASHINGTON 
«1 
-T h e In­ 
ternal Revenue Service (IR S)*is 
getting ready to announce a new 
national policy which will mean 
lower taxes for some taxpayers. 
The service has drawn up and 
plans to publish soon tables show­ 
ing "normal” amounts taxpayers 
may dedyct on their federal in­ 
come tax returns for state aales 
taxes. 


MANY TAXPAYERS will find 
they hsve been deducting less than 
these "normal" Imounts. Present 
thinking in the IRS is to allow 
without question deductions up to 
the "normal" amount. 
Taxpayers listing more than the 
"normal” amount may be asked 
to prove their claim. 
The tables of estimated sales 
tax would be for use only by tax­ 
payers who itemize their deduc­ 
tions. About one-third of all indi­ 
vidual 
taxpayers do this. 
The 
others take the standard deduc­ 
tion of 10 per cent of income al­ 
lowed by any taxpayer who does 
fiot itemize. 


EXPERTS AT INTERNAL Rev­ 
enue headquarters in Washington 
have prepared a separate table 
for each of the 34 states which 
levy a sales tax. 
The taxes range from 2 to 4 
per cent and there are other var­ 
iations. For axample. in the Dis­ 
trict of Columbia, which charges 
2 per cerft on most items, the tax 
on groceries is only 1 per cent.

Tonight it’a the Billy Marx Trio 
unveiling its brand of musical 
magic in the atmosphere of the 
Hilltop Room. 
And that’ll round out the most 
fabulous week of openings that 
I've seen since I’ve been in Palm 
Springs. Let's resuma tha lot of 
them. 


ON SUNDAY, THE Chi Chi de­ 
livered Ann Hathaway — subbing 
for ailing Connie Towers — and 
Gary Morton and Margo Wade in 
a well-timed, tightly • hewn show 
that I thought was as good as 
anything I’ve seen in the Starlit* 
Room this season. (Morton was 
particularly funny to me. but I 
dig comics.) 
On Monday, nothing. (Then how 
come I was tired Tuesday0) 
On Tuesday, tha Rene Touzet 
cha cha orchestra — coupled with 
Billy Allen’s hotel bsnd — roared 
into the Palm Springs Riviera 
Hotel and the town is still spread­ 
ing the word about how great the 
Touzet band really is. (You simply 
haven't heard cha cha until you’ve 
heard Touzet!) 


ON WEDNESDAY. IN one of the 
most spectacular band openings 
I’ve ever attended, the Eddy How­ 
ard Orchestra burst upon the town 
from the well-appointed confines of 
the Silver Palm Room at the El 
Mirador Hotel. Howard was never 
in better voice and the roomful of 
people — some 500 strong — are 
walking testiimonials to the great­ 
ness of this band. (And Connie 
Towers arrived to take over at the 
Chi Chi.) 
Last night, down in Indio. Slim 
Coates and Bill Brady and Ginny 
Evans — who bill themselves as 
the "Three Buttons” — yanked the 
lid off the Valley’s newest and 
most beautiful restaurant, the Sans 
Gene. If I didn’t know Clif and 
Lou Sawyer, I’d aay that what 
they've accomplished in the o ld 
Sans Souci was impossible. As it 
is. the room is about as warm and 
friendly, as eesy to take as any 
locale in the desert area. And 
the "Buttons’* are skilled enter­ 
tainers who piled up the customers 
three deep in the piano-bar area. 


TONIGKTS DEBUT by M a r x 
and his cohorts makes for an un­ 
usual situation. Previously, there 
hasn’t been a group in town that 
made no bones about playing jazz. 
Marx plays jazz, thank you, and 
you can like it or leave it. 
He also transcends that limita­ 
tion. however. He plays piano in 
such fashion as to make fans of 
virtually everyone who h e a r t 
him. 
And he can play the p r e t t y 
ballads, tha Broadway show tunes, 
the old standards — and the reel 
of the boos — with dispatch. But 
it's that jazz flavor that m a k e * 
Marx tick. (And which will prob­ 
ably make the Hilltop Room THE 
swinging place in this desert.) 


SPEAKING OF JAZZ, there Is 
a strong jazz flavor attached to the 
jam sessions in the Farmhouse 
each Sunday p.m. 
A young fella named Doug Val­ 
enti, who (a about as strongly 
Sinatra-oriented as anyone I ’ v e 
heard — and who also sings night­ 
ly in the Farmhouse, heads up the 
entertainment bur It's a drop-in 
thing with quite a few talented 
people on the scene. 
Last Sunday, for instance, they 
had Rick Chadbourne on piano. 
Jim Rusaell on bass and B i l l 
Sweet on drums. (I’m sponsoring 
e fund drive to buy soma brushes 
for Sweet but outside of the noisi­ 
ness factor, the session r e a l l y 
moved me.) 
Martin Botton. who wore a Bran­ 
do-like sweatshirt, sang it up when 
Valend took a break and did a 
njfty job. too. (But you ought to 
hear Valenti do “Let’s Get Awey 
From It AH” and “H ut A i n ’ t 
Right, Baby.")

Fam ily heirlooms by the doren, 
some so rare that they are "one 
of a kind," dominate the home of

Green, of 66-985 Estrella, adding 
a charm and mellowness that only 
fine antiques can give. 
When the Greenes bought the 
two story dwelling which had once 
belonged to actor Stevt Brodia, 
in 1958, they had two ideas in 
mind — the home must be made 
livable for ail year desert dwelling 
and it must provide an effective 
background lor the cherished heir­ 
looms which had been gathered 
from all parta of the world by 
their immediate families. 


THEIR FIRST STEP was to in­ 
stall two air conditioners and seal­ 
ed glass- plate windows so that 
ventilation comes in through the 
transoms.

THE TEA CADDY o n the dry 
leaf antique m aple table once be­ 
longed to Mrs. G reene's grand­ 
mother. Lady M ary Hutchinson of 
Edinborough. Sleigh bells from the 
Nebraska farm where M rs. Greene 
spent her 
childhood 
adorn the 
heavy Dutch door. 
A Chinese red and white decor 
dominates the bedroom which con­ 
tains a peacock chair from China, 
a collection of Royal Doulton fi­ 
gurines. an original portrait by 
the famed German artist, Holbein, 
and antique flower pictures paint­ 
ed by Mr. Greene’s m other. Adele 
Wentworth Greene, daughter of 
Marsh Wentworth, builder of the 
Huntingdon Hotel in Pasadena. 


A COZINESS PERVADES 
the 
small hall salon with its black, 
rush bottom chairs, pink marble 
topped table and lamps of cran- 
bery 
glass with 
their original 
white, rose patterned shades still 
intact. Dozens of paintings cover 
the walls — many of them French 
originals and one an oil of the 
Nebraska farm homesteaded by 
Mrs. Greene's ancestors.
